He declared further investiga­ 
tion by the grand jury might cause 
more changes in the officers of the 
Mutual. 
The exchange 
of 
correspondence 
came through a letter which Mr. U n ­ 
tcrmeycr sent to the board of trus­ 
tee* of the Mutual July 25 complain­ 
ing that the company’s li*t at Albany 
was defective and that the money of 
the policy holders was being used to 
prepare another 11 *t from the sten­ 


c i l s for tile o f f i c i a l s ’ own use in the 
coming campaign. 
Peabod yin his reply said the Al­ 
bany list was as correct a list as the 
company could prepare. 
He did not 
deny the list "w as being stenciled, but 
added that ’’it i* not true that a dif­ 
ferent list i* being prepared.” Then 
Peabody said: “No campafgn^Hitera- 
turc has been or will be sent out from 
these lists at the 
company's 
ex­ 
pense.” 
Then, regarding 
Uiitermeyer, 
lie 
said:

created a 
body which you have styled the poli­ 
cy holders’ committee. 
These gen­ 
tlemen. .for reasons which I presume 
are entirely satisfactory to themselv­ 
es, permit you to use them for the

statements 
regarding the officers and trustees of 
this company. 
Your efforts arc in­ 
jurious to the best interests of tile 
policy holders." 
Untermeyer said Peaody admitted 
the essential facts as to the prepara­ 
tion of the stencil, and then again 
took up Peabody’s assertions of July 


J that “no one who, directly or in­ 
directly, was responsible for the con­ 
ditions that existed on or prior to 
1905 remains in the esrvice of the 
company,’’ and said that two m em ­ 
bers of the committee which fixed 
President McCurdy’s salary at $150,- 
000 a year w*ere candidates for re­ 
election. 
They were Trustees Gen. 
F. Baker and A. D. Julliard.
